them. An Offcer fent from Lithuania, the Staroft 
of Srarodub, and Prince Lubomirski, Major Gene- 
al, are come hither ro make Complaints of the con- 
tinual Infraction of the Articles agreed on at 
Lemberg: The Czar, for Reparation, has fent to 
the Council of Lublin 12. Soldiers, condemn’d for. 
Plundering, that they may be pur to Death in what’ 
manner the Council thinks fic. He bas publith’d 
Univerfalia, commanding his Troops to forbear 
burning and plundering in Great Poland. We have 
here {me Copies of Univerfalia, publith’d by Order 
of Prince Wiefnowieski, Great General of Lithua- 
nit, by which he declares thar the Czar ough? to be 
look'd on as a Traitor and Enemy to the Repub. 
lick; and he denounces againft all who take part 
with the Mufcovites, the fame Menaces, which the 
Czar has publith’d againft thofe who adhere to the 
Swedes: Thea be gives the Reafons that oblig’d 
him to take this Refolution, and orders al] the Sol- 
dicts and Officers of the Troops of Lithuania to 
come and joyn bim, on Pain of being punifh’d ‘ac- 
cording to the Rigour of the Laws of Arms. The 
Envoy of Hungary is ftill here, expecting the Arrival 
of Count Berezini, who is to come hither in Quality 
of Ambaffador Extraordinary, and for whom he has 
already hir’d a Palace. Befides the Requeft which 
that Envoy is come to make to the Czar, that he 
would furnifh no Troops ro the Emperour againft 
the Hungarians, ‘tis believ’d he is charg’d with o- 
ther Ioftructions, and particularly, with fome re- 
lating to the Election of a King of Hungary : And 
this is the rather believ'd, becaufe the Czar has lare- 
ly fent a Minifter to Hungary. There are in this 
City 3 Envors or Refidents from the Emperour, who 
trethe Gount of Draskowitz, Major-General, M. 
Dlhon, Major-General likewife, and the Baron of 
Willdorf: The Army of the Crown is incamp’d at 
Kock, and has been jovn'd by 38 Companies, who 
hai been in the Inrereft of Kirg Staniflaus.

On Tuefday in 
the Evening the Great General of the Crown arriv'd 
here, having left his Army at Latonia feven Leagues 
from hence; and that General having made this 
March withour. the Knowledge of the Mufcovites, 
they thew fome Jealoufie at it, and “tis thoughr the 
Polith ‘Army will return back towards Lublin or Sen- 
domir. The Czar holds frequent Councils of War 
with his Generals, upon the Advices he receives of 
the Motions of the Swedifh Army to return into 
Poland.
